raise from $175 to $200 per 
2 court room deputies are raised 
from $175 a month each to $185; 
the office deputy from $150 to $165; 
the, gtenographers salary still remains 
at $125; the copyist is changed from 
$100 to $115. During registration 
years the clerk {is allowed seven and 
a halt. cents per name for compiling 
tie great register, and deputy regis- 
tration clerks are allowed 10 cents 
per name for each party registered. 
At the last election there were over 
20,000 registered. 

SHERIFF 

No change is made in the salary of 
the sheriff but increases are provid- 
ed for the deputies as follows; under- 
sheriff $225, no change, one deputy 
at $200, no change; one deputy from 
$175 to $185; one criminal deputy 
from $175 to $185; one criminal 
deputy from $150 to $160; a day 
jailer and a night jailer from $150 
to $160; 2 bailiffs from $150 to $160; 
stenographer at $140, no change; one 
stenographer from $110 to $115; and 
additional deputies not to exceed 
$1500 per year, the same as in the 
previous county government Dill. 

COUNTY RECORDER 

The salary of the county recorder

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COUNTY TREASURER 
The compensation of the treasurer 


has not been changed, it will still

TAX COLLECTOR 

Four thousand is the sum fixed for 
the salary of the tax collector. The 
salaries of the deputies are changed 
as follows: 1 deputy from $175 to

stenographer at $100, no change. The 
tax collector is also permitted to em- 
ploy additional copyists in any one 
year, but the compensation must

DISTRICT ATTORNEY 

There is mo change made in the 
compensation of the district attorney, 
that of $6,000 per year.

It would seem from the reading 
of the bill that the assessor would 
be given unlimited power so far as 
ithe hiring of extra help is concern- 
ed. . 

The office of coroner is one of 
fees, the coroner receiving $25 for 
each inquest held.

The present act in force 
provided for an assistant engineer 
at $250, an office engineer at $210 
a field engineer at $210, a draftsman 
at $180 and 3 chain men at $125. 

The new act just introduced pro- 
vides for all of the help of the sur- 
veyors office to be on a per diem 
Sasis, , One office “engineer and 2 
field engineers are jirovided for at 
$8.50 ver day each; 1 draftsman at 
$7.50 per day; and 4 chainmen at 
$5.50 per day each.

The compensation of the justice 
iand constables of the different town- 
ships will. remain as at present. 

The compensation of grand and 
trial jurors is fixed at $3.00 per 
day, and mileage for each attendance 
at the rate of seven. cents for each 
mile actually traveled.
